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Fiscal court 
meets to 
discuss 
budget

On Monday afternoon, 
the Estill County fiscal 
court met in special 
session to iron out details 
of the upcoming fiscal 
budget and other county 
business. 

In his monthly address, 
County Judge-executive 
Wallace Taylor said a 
hydro-plant to be built at 
Lock 11 is in the works. A 
three and a half feet crest 
gate had been proposed to 
be added to the lock, but 
Taylor said it was removed 
from the agreement, after 
he met with someone 
from Washington D.C. 
about the consideration 
that flooding of businesses 
and farmland could 
be increased, and the 
potential was there to lose 
water supply to Estill and 
Madison Counties. 

“We fought this in the 
early 90s-and won it,” 
Taylor said. He also said he 
has signed the application 
[for the hydro-plant] to be 
sent to Frankfort. 

Judge Taylor reported 
that the Knob Lick bridge 
has been completed, looks 
good, and is six feet higher 
than the previous one. 
He said the county road 
department is starting 
work on a bridge at 
McSwain Branch. 

He also reported that 
last fall’s blacktopping has 
been completed. Taylor 
said he has received 
complaints about the 
recent road projects at 
Winston and Sand Hill on

Grand jury 
indicts 
eleven

On Friday, June 26, 
the grand jury moved to 
indict eleven individuals 
on charges ranging from 
drug trafficking to theft to 
sodomy. 

Edgar L. Tucker, 67, of 
201 Newman Cemetery 
Road, was charged with 
possession of a handgun 
by a convicted felon, on or 
about November 5, 2014. 

Dena Dorsheala Fields, 
44, of 405 Third Street, 
Ravenna, was charged 
with two counts of forgery, 
second degree, for falsely 
completing checks in excess 
of $1,000 with the intent 
to defraud Dylan Fields, 
and two counts of theft by 
deception, including cold 
checks under $10,000, 
which were drawn on 
Citizens Guaranty Bank. 
The charges were said to 
have occurred on or about 
May 4, 2015. 

William Andrew Kelly, 
23, was charged with 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance, first degree, 
second or greater offense

Board 
approves 
changes at 
central office

In his first official 
week on the job, newly- 
hired superintendent 
Jeffrey Saylor met with 
the Estill County Board 
of Education in special 
session Thursday night. 

The first item on the 
agenda was to discuss 
revisions to building and 
grounds plans for the high 
school and South Irvine 
construction projects. 

Saylor recommended 
using only $98,000 in local 
bonds and the remainder 
in restricted funds from 
the FSCC. 

The board had previously 
approved a $1,775 mi ll ion 
local bond sale to fund the 
construction projects. 

Saylor said Greg 
Phillips, a fiscal agent 
with Hilliard and Lyon, 
had called and said there 
might be another option, 
that the board might want 
to consider postponing 
the local bond sale and 
conduct a bond sale using 
FSCC funds that come 
down from the state every 
two years. 

Those funds can only be 
used for Priority 1 and 2 
facility plan purposes, and 
they have a ten year life. 

Saylor also pointed out 
that the board is getting 
ready to receive FSCC 
money from 2014 that 
could be used as a sort of 
contingency fund in the 
event of an emergency. 

“Some superintendents 
don’t like to spend that 
money,” said Saylor, “but I

Sewer 

expansion 

denied

During a recent Irvine 
City Council meeting, City 
Clerk Robin Powell reported 
that funding for the $1 
million Wisemantown 
sewer expansion project 
was turned down this year. 
She said that there were 
78 applications for similar 
projects, so many were 
not funded. The city may 
reapply for the funding in 
2016. 

Powell also said that 
White and Associates had 
sent billing statements for 
two completed audits. The 
bill for the 2011 audit is 
$13,465, and the bill for the 
2012 audit is $14,965. 

The council heard a second 
reading of an electrical 
inspector ordinance and 
voted unanimously to 
approve it. 

The council again tabled 
the Windstream Franchise 
Agreement. City Attorney 
Rodney Davis advised 
the council to speak with 
Linda Ain, an attorney 
knowledgeable about such 
agreements, before making 
a decision. He said he has 
been unable to reach her 
so far by phone but will try 
again.

Hwy. 52 not being 
satisfactory, and he has been in 
“contact with engineers about 
the matter. 


Estill County Fire Chief Derrick Muncie gave a recap 
of this quarter’s fire department activity. He said the 
department has made 84 runs, 30 of which were vehicle 
accidents. 

Muncie also said they have helped install more than 100 
smoke alarms around the county. Anyone who wants one 
may call the county or city fire department, at 723-2661 
or 723-2222, and the departments will install them free of 
charge. They also discuss with homeowners escape routes 
and other safety tips to be aware of in the event of a fire. 

Three sections of the treasurer’s report were approved, 
including the financial report, the budget transfer and 
intra-fund transfers that included $70,000 from the general 
fund to the jail fund. 

A second reading and adoption of the 2015/16 fiscal 
year budge was approved. Taylor said the budget has been 
approved by the Department of Local Governments. He 
noted that health insurance premiums have gone up by 
about $23,000 for the county. 

Taylor said the only thing that had changed from last 
June to this June was an increase in revenue from CSEPP, 
and the restructuring of the road department. When 
Magistrate Darrell Johnson asked about the pay raises, 
Taylor said there have been none. 

He also said the county has not received any coal 
severance money. County Attorney Rodney Davis said he 
had talked to someone who said that they had just signed 
off on Estill County being designated to receive them. 

Magistrate Gerald Rader mentioned a hiring freeze as 


a means of saving the county money, but Taylor said the 
county is already short employees and must be ready for 
the upcoming winter. He also said that CSEPP is looking 
at hiring six more dispatchers. 

Taylor said the county must look at other ways to save. 

“We cannot keep putting $70-100,000 [a month] in jail.” 

An ordinance listing prisoner restraint requirements 
was read by County Attorney Davis, specifying that hand 
and leg cuffs as well as belt/belly restraints be used on all 
prisoners when transporting them or escorting them to 
court. There were other requirements on the ordinance 
but exceptions could be made for those participating in a 
work-release program. 

Magistrate Rader questioned the ordinance, and the 
creating of more laws. 

“We’ve got enough laws,” he said. “We need to enforce the 
ones we’ve got.” 

Attorney Davis said a set of standards needs to be in 
place to protect the county. The ordinance was tabled until 
the next meeting. 

An interlocal agreement “State Act” was approved, and a 
motion was made to advertise for 9-1-1 equipment and a 
service contract. 

The lone bid from Hinkle Contracting was accepted to 
purchase asphalt at $69 per ton picked up, or $86 per ton 
delivered. A rock bid by Tipton Ridge Quarry was accepted 
at a price “considerably lower than if you personally go get 
it.” 

Magistrate Johnson brought up a discussion about the 
old Dug Hill Road. He said property owner Junior Newton 
said he would like something from the court saying that the 
old road used 50 years ago that divides his property, was no 
longer claimed by the county. Attorney Davis said unless 


Newton’s property was deeded to the county, there isn’t 
much they can do, short of passing some sort of resolution. 
He recommended Newton go ahead and use the property. 

A motion was made to pay the county clerk’s claim for 
calculation of motor vehicle and boat bills, and the Estill 
County Ambulance Service budget was passed for the 
amount of $851,000. 

A personnel administrative code and personnel policy 
changes was passed, with one change concerning the use 
of cell phones and other personal communication devices. 

The fiscal court went into closed session to discuss a 
personnel issue and came back into regular session at 6:20 
p.m. with the judge reporting no action taken. 

Before adjourning, the court agreed to advertise for road 
department employee applications. 

The current county treasurer, Ann Rogers, was 
reappointed, with Linda Spradling appointed as a 
temporary deputy treasurer (60 days). 

Taylor said long-time Emergency Management Director 
Fred Rogers will be retiring from that position. He 
appointed Ronnie Riddell as the new director. 

“I feel like he is the most qualified, and I think he will 
keep us safe and make us proud,” Taylor said. 

He also said, in reference to the sheriff’s office transport 
billing, “We will pay the bill when we’ve got the money.” 

County Attorney Davis said he, Attorney Heather 
Combs and others have filed for a grant that would allow 
for felony cases to be on a special docket where they would 
go to court in 14 days instead of four or five months, which 
could save the county some money. 

The next regularly scheduled fiscal court meeting will be 
July 20, at 6 p.m. in the little courtroom at the Estill County 
Courthouse.

feel that we have a pretty good 
contingency fund in the general 
fund.” 

He said using the cash funds 
would save $90,000 in interest 
per year, until the board could 
rood again in four years, a savings 
totaling $360,000. 

“Those funds are restricted 
myway,” he said. 

“If I had money to pay for my 
bouse and not pay mortgage 
interest on it, I would pay it,” said 
Saylor. 

School board member L. W. 
Beckley agreed. “That’s how I 
would conduct my business.” 

Board chair Robbie Starling 
pointed out that saving $90,000 is 
ilmost enough to pay for another 


new school bus. 

The other big change 
recommended by Superintendent 
Saylor was eliminating some of the 
part-time positions at the Central 
Office and combining some into 
five full-time positions. 

He said that during his interview 
with the board they talked a lot 
about continuity out of central 
office. 

Saylor said having more full¬ 
time employees in central office 
would enable better service. 

Changes he recommended 
included changing the 150 day 
facilities/transportation director 
position to full-time (240 days), 
the 150 day federal program 
coordinator to 240 days, the 150 
day technology coordinator to 
full-time at 210 days, the 215 day 
special education director to 240 


days, the 220 day director of pupil 
personnel to 240 days, and the 
assistant superintendent from 235 
to 240 days. He also recommended 
abolishing the part-time web 
page and the 120 day transition 
coordinator positions. 

The board unanimously 
approved the changes. 

The positions of the district 
security monitor and the 
elementary basketball coaches 
were removed because they had 
not been filled the last few years. 

Saylor also recommended 
changes to some of the extra 
service positions, such as the 
academic team leaders. 

Because academic competition 
season often runs from the 
beginning of the school year 
all the way into March, Saylor 
recommended raising stipends 
_ so that

the high school coach an extra 
$1,000, an extra $700 to the middle 
school coach, and an extra $500 to 
elementary school coaches. 

The need for more 
administrative help at West Irvine 
Intermediate was also addressed. 

Saylor pointed out that, with 
an enrollment of 588 students, 
it’s become a big job for just one 
principal. While he said he is not 
ready to recommend an additional 
principal at a salary of $65,700 
yet, he does recommend hiring 
a teacher to serve part-time as 
an assistant principal and paying 
him or her a $5000 administrative 
stipend. 

Saving the $60,000 that would 
have gone toward the principal’s 
salary would pay for extending the 
positions he asked for at central 
office, Saylor pointed out. 

Starling said it would also be 
a great way for a teacher to get 
administrative training. 

In other business, the salary 
schedule for fiscal year 2016 was 
approved, including the two 
percent pay raise mandated by the 
state. 

Saylor recommended abolishing 
the current holiday and vacation 


policy. He did so because creating 
the five new full-time positions at 
central office would obligate the 
board to pay for up to 30 banked 
vacation days per employee, 
potentially at a cost of $10,000 
each when they retire. 

He said that the current policy 
would essentially pay the newly- 
full time administrators not to 
work for two weeks of vacation 
time each year. He recommended 
paying a $8,160 stipend to work 
the extra days instead of paying 
for extra vacation time. 

“I’d rather pay them to work 
those days, than pay them not to 
work,” said Saylor. “We need them 
to work...they will be wearing 
four, five...six hats, so we will pay 
them for working more.” 

Board member Jon Bicknell 
said, “I think we should abolish 
it [the policy],” and the board 
unanimously approved doing so. 

The changes would not effect 
those people who were hired in 
under the old policy. 

The next regularly scheduled 
school board meeting will be on 
July 16, at 6 p.m. in the central 
office boardroom.

Minutes from the June 
16 special meeting were 
approved. The council 
unanimously voted to 
approve the proposed 
2015/2016 budget on that 
date. 

Mayor W.J. Noland said 
that the person who had 
proposed to put a donut 
shop in on Main Street had 
reconsidered after looking 
at the building. 

He said Donald Wiseman 
had offered to pay $300 a 
month for the space (in the 
old dry cleaner building). 

Councilwoman Nelle 
Williams asked what he 
intended to do with it, and 
the mayor said that he was 
not at liberty to say. 

The council agreed to 
go into closed session to 
discuss it. 

Councilman Billy Arthur 
expressed concern about 
the cost of letters being 
mailed to property owners 
concerning unkempt 

properties. He said one 
letter he had seen was 
stamped with $6.49 for 
postage. 

“We can’t afford to do 
things like that,” he said. 

Councilman Tommy 
Bryant said he hopes the 
city’s sign on Main Street 
can be moved by the 4 th of 


July. It has to be moved from 
its current location because 
of the road project that 
will widen Main. Bryant 
also said the Twin City 
Kruzers have purchased 10

She enquired about a 
property on Turner and 
Broadway that the city has 
recently bushhogged and 
cleaned up. 

Attorney Davis advised 
the city that they could send 
an abatement letter and put 
a hen on the property. 

Counting costs of mowing 
the property and taxes not 
paid, it is estimated the 
landowner owes the city as 
much as $3,000. 

Davis said if nothing 
is happening on such 
properties, the city should 
make a move. 

Williams said she likes 
how the city is writing 


down complaints and work 
orders to address them 
as they come in. She also 
asked if there is a grant 
available to help people get 
address numbers put on 
their houses. 

Chad Neal, with the 
Irvine Fire Department, 
said there are safety grants 
available for such purposes.

Burkhart asked when the 
High Street property would 
be sold. The council agreed 
to advertise it for at least 
three weeks then to accept 
sealed bids for it. 

Councilman Bryant 
asked if the price of building 
permits have gone up. The 
mayor said they have not, 
but inspection fees have, 
averaging $250 for a permit 
and inspections. 

The council went into 
closed session concerning 
renting the old dry 
cleaner space. When they 
adjourned, Councilman 
Tipton said that the city 
agreed to rent the space to 
Donald Wiseman on the 
condition that his plans for 
the space are acceptable to 
the city.

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Government gets in its own way, 
and my hometown suffers as a result

Beattyville, my hometown, was 
rocked a few weeks ago by the 
news that Lee Adjustment Center 
would be closing at the end of 
June. 

The private prison, owned 
by Corrections Corporation of 
America, is one of the largest 
private employers in the area. 
After CCA lost a contract renewal 
bid to house prisoners from 
Vermont, it was announced that 
facility would close its doors. 

As a result, a community that’s 
already suffering from a long list 
of economic and social problems 
takes another blow. 

It didn’t have to be this way, 
but governmental decisions 
played a big role in LAC’s fate. 

LAC opened around 
1990, built by United States 
Correctional Corporation on 
land that was originally slated 
to be an industrial park, and 
housed prisoners from Kentucky. 
USCC was purchased by CCA 
around 1998, and CCA operated 
the prison since then. There 
were two other private prisons 
in Kentucky, both since closed, 
opened by USCC and bought by 


CCA. About the same time that 
LAC opened, the state opened the 
Eastern Kentucky Correctional 
Complex in West Liberty. Still, 
there were enough Kentucky 
convicts to accommodate the 
state’s penal institutions and the 
private prisons. 

(In the interest of transparency, 
I need to make a couple of 
disclosures. Relatives on my 
mother’s side of the family 
owned an interest in some of the 
property originally purchased for 
the industrial park in the early 
1980s, and some of the proceeds 
from that sale made their 
way to me when my maternal 
grandmother died in 1987 and a 
cousin died in 2000. In addition, 

I originally opposed the siting 
of a prison on the property 
because the facility originally 
was a medium security lockup 
with no perimeter fence. I was 
worried that an escapee might 
make his way to my paternal 
grandmother’s home, just a 
couple of miles away, and break 
in and harm her. Although there 
were a few walkaways before 
a fence was built, thankfully 
none ever posed a threat to my 
grandmother.) 

A couple of things happened 
after Kentucky began using the 
private prisons. In the early 
2000s, the state built Little 
Sandy Correctional Complex 
near Sandy Hook in Elliott 
County, only about 25 miles 
north of EKCC in West Liberty. 
Construction costs are not readily 
available, but for comparison 
purposes, it cost more than $72 
million to build EKCC about 15 
years earlier. The state opened 
Little Sandy in 2005 despite the 
presence of two private prisons 
within the Commonwealth’s 
borders. 


Elliott County is the home 
of powerful Democrat Rocky 
Adkins, who currently serves 
as the majority floor leader 
in the Kentucky House of 
Representatives. (Again, in 
the interests of transparency, I 
went to college with Adkins and 
considered him an acquaintance). 
Is it a coincidence that the state 
built a new prison in his home 
county, despite private prison 
beds being available? It’s doubtful, 
especially given this state’s 
political history and which party 
dominates state government. The 
new prison added more than 
200 people to the state’s payroll 
- further straining the troubled 
state pension system, it should be 
noted - while housing more than 
1,000 prisoners, some of whom 
could have been lodged at LAC. 

The second thing that 
happened was that number of 
new county or regional jails and 
detention centers were built after 
LAC opened. Many of these 
were built with more capacity 
than necessary so the local 
governments could make money 
housing state prisoners. This, too, 
siphoned away prisoners who 
could have been held at LAC. 

This glut of prison beds didn’t 
portend good things for LAC 
and CCA’s other two prisons. 

The Otter Creek facility in Floyd 
County, which had housed female 
prisoners, had been a source of 
problems for years, so the state 
pulled its female convicts from 
that facility and moved them 
elsewhere. And in 2010, the 
state cancelled its contract with 
CCA and removed all Kentucky 
prisoners from LAC and the 
Marion Adjustment Center, near 
Lebanon in central Kentucky. 

LAC responded by taking 
prisoners from other states, 


most notably Vermont. There 
were efforts to bring in prisoners 
from elsewhere, most notably 
West Virginia, but that plan 
died when it was discovered 
that the constitution of our 
neighbor to the east forbids 
shipping prisoners out of state to 
serve their sentences. CCA also 
attempted to win a contract to 
house federal prisoners a couple 
of years ago, but that effort fell 
through. 

So when CCA got underbid by 
another private prison earlier this 
year for the Vermont contract, 
the facility announced its closure. 
Some have been quick to blame 
local officials for not doing more 
to save the jobs, but in reality 
there was little they could do. 

This was a business decision 
between the state government of 
Vermont and a private company 
headquartered in Tennessee. If 
any blame can be assigned for 
LAC’s closure, much of it should 
go to the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky for building new state- 
owned prisons when adequate 
private facilities already existed. 

So, what now for LAC? 

Its former employees will be 
searching for jobs in an already 
depressed market. Many will 
go on unemployment and quite 
possibly will have to sign up for 
other government benefits. 

There’s one possible solution, 
if only government will get out 
of the way. A new federal prison 
has been proposed for Letcher 
County, but it’s running into 
some opposition, most notably 
environmental and permitting 
concerns. Instead of spending 
millions of dollars to build a new 
facility, and jumping through 
the hurdles required to install 
infrastructure, it makes sense for 
the federal government to buy 


LAC from CCA and use it for the 
new federal prison, right? After 
all, the facility is already there, it 
has the necessary utilities, there’s 
a trained workforce in place 
and the purchase price would 
probably be far less than the cost 
of building a new prison. 

But once again, it looks as 
if logic and government are 
mutually exclusive. When I posed 
this possibility a few weeks ago, a 
representative from Congressman 
Hal Rogers’ office said she wasn’t 
sure if that was allowable under 
federal Bureau of Prisons policy. 

If it’s not, it should be. 
Government decisions are what 
sealed LAC’s fate. It’s time for 
the government to get out of its 
own way and foster economic 
development in impoverished 
areas, not impede it. Kentucky’s 
decision to build a state prison 
in Elliott County as a bit of 
political payback essentially 
made it impossible for LAC to 
continue to operate. If there are 
bureaucratic obstacles to the 
federal government buying LAC, 
the feds need to eliminate them. 

I wish the best for the LAC 
employees who now face the 
uncertainty of unemployment 
and a job search in a difficult 
region. And I wish the 
government would do as much 
to help those folks as it’s done to 
cause their plight.

‘False choice’ falsely describes Obamacare critics

Nowhere is President Obama’s 
perfected use of the “false 
choice” rhetorical technique 
more apparent than when he 
misrepresents critics of his 
inaccurately named Affordable 
Care Act as offering only either/ 
or ultimatums when, in fact, they 
articulate reasonable - and better 
- options. 

Alternatives, however, can’t 
even be heard, much less 
seriously considered, until we get 
control of health-care policy out 
of Washington - including out of 
the Supreme Court - and back 
into the states. 

Let’s give state policymakers 
the opportunity to implement 
approaches that make their state’s 
health-care markets competitive, 
thus lowering costs, increasing 
the availability of different types 


of plans and incentivizing - 
rather than forcing - people to 
purchase insurance. 

This is certainly a viable 
alternative to Kentucky’s 
Obamacare policy known as 
Kynect, which was created 
by executive order, resulting 
in 75,000 people purchasing 
subsidized insurance plans that 
must meet Washington’s costly 
and unreasonable mandates and 
regulations. 

Even though the Supreme 
Court has ruled that subsidies 
are allowed for Obamacare 
participants purchasing insurance 
through federally run exchanges 
- that should not end the search 
for a better path. 

It’s likely, for example, that 
developing state-based policies 
offering more choices and flexible 
plans than currently available 
through Obamacare or Kynect 
will result in younger, healthier 
people purchasing insurance in 
larger numbers. 

States could attract this 
Obamacare-coveted group by 
allowing individual insurance 
policies that include tax-free 
Health Savings Accounts attached 
to catastrophic plans with high 


deductibles. 

Such accounts could be 
used for everyday medical 
expenses like routine check¬ 
ups or preventive measures like 
gym memberships while also 
including affordable coverage for 
major medical conditions. 

“We don’t use our car insurance 
to pay for oil changes and minor 
repairs; instead, it’s reserved for 
wrecks and major situations - so 
health insurance shouldn’t be 
used to meet everyday health¬ 
care needs when there are other, 
less-costly ways available,” 
said University of Kentucky 
economist John Garen, Ph.D., 
who frequently attends the Cato 
Institute’s annual health-care 
conference in Washington D.C. 

This certainly sounds like a 
rational approach that would, 
as Garen puts it, “reduce costs 
and assure that people use their 
insurance more responsibly.” 

It certainly differs from 
Obamacare’s either/or mandates 
which, according to a Families 
USA report, has resulted in one 
out of four people who purchase 
plans on state government-run 
exchanges skipping doctor’s 
appointments and important tests 


because they can’t afford to pay 
for them and their premiums. 

Garen’s ideas pose cost-saving 
alternatives to Obamacare’s 
approach, which has resulted in 
subsidies of up to 400 percent 
being offered for families of four 
making more than $85,000 a year. 

“That’s simply off the mark,” 
Garen said. “Do you think you’re 
really helping the poor and sick 
by handing out subsidies to 
people earning $85,000 a year?” 

Kentucky’s uninsured poor and 
sick most would be helped the 
most by replacing Obamacare 
and Kynect with a safety net 
consisting of high-risk pools 
or cash assistance that could be 
used by low-income individuals 
who can’t afford traditional plans 
but are Medicaid-ineligible to 
shop for and purchase their own 
policies. 

“It would be similar to a food- 
stamp policy - only in this case 
it would be for health care and 
would give individuals control 
over the assistance in ways that 
best fit their personal situation,” 
Garen said. “They could, for 
example, use the assistance to 
purchase insurance plans with 
low deductibles if that works 


better for their personal financial 
situation.” 

We could do worse than the 
nation’s governors - including 
Kentucky’s next chief executive 
who will be elected in November 
- telling Washington: “Take the 
billions of dollars landing in 
Obamacare’s bedpans, bundle it 
in block grants, give it to us in the 
states, allow us to deregulate our 
health-insurance markets and use 
the money to fund accounts for 
our neediest citizens.” 

These are sensible alternatives 
that meet Obamacare’s stated 
objective: drive down costs, make 
health insurance affordable and 
provide a safety net. 

In fact, the only either/or 
approach is the Obamacare one: 
Take it or take it. 

Its mandates don’t even offer us 
the reasonable option of leaving 
it.

ACA moves nation toward affordable health care

“The Supreme Court ruling in King 
v. Burwell resolves the issue of whether 
Americans who purchased their insurance 
through the federal insurance exchange 
are eligible for tax subsidies that help 
them afford insurance premium costs. 
While this case was not a direct threat 
to Kentuckians - due to the presence of 
a functioning state-developed exchange, 
kynect - it could have harmed low-income 
families in states throughout the nation 
that opted not to create their own state- 
level insurance exchange. Further, in those 
states where the future financial viability of 
a state-run exchange is in question, there is 
now a “safety net” of the federal exchange. 

While many have been awaiting this 


important decision, we must remember 
that much remains to be done to assure 
that all Kentuckians - and all Americans 
- have timely access to safe, effective and 
affordable quality care. The Affordable 
Care Act includes incentives and 
opportunities to move the nation in this 
direction - improved access to preventive 
care, the ability for parents to insure their 
adult children to age 26 on the parents’ 
policies, precluding discrimination 
against individuals and families dealing 
with chronic health conditions, and the 
opportunity for low-income families 
to access Medicaid and middle-income 
families to access subsidized private 
insurance. 

In Kentucky, where more than a half 


million people have gained insurance 
through the Affordable Care Act, the 
work to assure access and improve health 
continues. Diverse groups of individuals 
and organizations from across Kentucky 
continue to work with the state to find 
ways to continue to improve and protect 
Kentuckians' health and wellbeing. 
Reforming the way we pay for care and 
making cost and pricing more transparent 
are under discussion. The state has 
expanded scope of practice for Advance 
Practice Registered Nurses. There have 
been promising advances in telehealth, 
and early evidence of better integration of 
behavioral, oral and other primary care 
services. Substance use treatment is now 
a reimbursable service; and steps are being 


taken to reduce the risk of drug overdose 
deaths and of HIV and Hepatitis C in drug 
users. Sustainable models are needed, to 
assure access to care for rural Kentuckians. 
As people who have forgone care too long, 
because of its expense, now gain access 
to care it will place a larger short-term 
burden on the health care system which 
approaches like these can help to address. 
The Affordable Care Act permits - and 
incentivizes - local health care innovation. 
We can and must shape Kentucky 
solutions to Kentucky’s health challenges. 

So, as the President noted in remarks 
following the SCOTUS decision, let’s get 
back to work!”

Losing your drive is not easy 

Teens who get behind the wheel of a car are often 
scrutinized .criticized and in some cases temporarily lose 
their driving privileges, but they get over it eventually. 
Older folks, however, can have a hard time when their kids 
decide it is time to take away their car keys, according to 
the Association of Mature American Citizens. 

So, when do you know it is time for your mom or dad to 
find another way to get around and how do you tell them? 
The UMass Gerontology Institute explored the topic at a 
recent meeting held in Boston at which one 85-year-old 
described how it felt when his family got together and 
convinced him to give up his car. He said he experienced 
“a sense of loss” of his identity and independence. But, 
he said, “then again, you don’t want to be responsible for 
hurting someone.” 

Lissa Kapust is a founding clinician of the Center for 
Cognitive Neurology at the Beth Israel Deaconess Medical 
Center. She said: “We have occasionally had people 
threaten to hurt family members who said they were not 
safe to drive. You get the range of emotions, from people 
who say they refuse to stop driving, to those who are 
unhappy but swallow the bitter pill.” 

The great majority of American seniors live in suburbs 
and rural areas. Many of them have limited access to public 
transportation and, thus, become dependent on friends 
and family in order to get around, notes AMAC, adding 
that for the time being it is a problem with no easy solution.

An Encouraging Word: A Time to Think

On a beautiful October after¬ 
noon, the bus stopped on Chest¬ 
nut Street between 5th Street and 6th Street in Philadel¬ 
phia. In a moment, we were standing, in total silence, in 
Independence Hall. A man, dressed to look like Benjamin 
Franklin, told us of the importance of that hallowed hall. 

Just over two hundred years earlier, the founding fathers 
of this nation-—risking their lives, their fortunes, and their 
sacred honor—-met in that hall to debate and adopt the 
Declaration of Independence that “brought forth, upon 
this continent, a new nation, conceived in liberty, and ded¬ 
icated to the proposition” that “all men are created equal.” 
They “are endowed by their Creator with certain unalien¬ 
able rights.” Among these rights “are Life, Liberty and the 
pursuit of Happiness.” Then, in that same hall, they met to 
debate and adopt the Constitution of the United States of 
America that became the supreme law of the land to assure 
every citizen that those unalienable rights are for them. 

Then, in silence, that group of tourists walked across 


Chestnut Street to the pavilion that houses the bell that 
once rose above Independence Hall. Standing by the Lib¬ 
erty Bell, twelve feet in circumference and weighing 2,080 
pounds, I gently rubbed my hand across the crack in that 
bell. 

That was an emotional experience for me. My first though 
was: There must have been a flaw in the steel from which 
the bell was forged. Then I thought: Could the crack in the 
Liberty Bell be a symbol of something more significant? 

We often hear such things as “the upper class,” ‘the middle 
class,” and “the “lower class,” indicating that, in a nation in 
which “all men are created equal,” we have become a “class 
society.” Too, we are reminded of the necessity to “redis¬ 
tribute wealth.” These are terms that do not represent¬ 
ing American democracy; they are terms from Marxism. 
Maybe there is a serious crack in the Liberty Bell. 

Independence Day is more than a national holiday to 
celebrate with fireworks. It is a time to think soberly about 
liberty and what liberty means.

Baker: Colorado potato beetle a serious pest 


The Colorado potato beetle is 
the most serious insect pest of 
potatoes in Kentucky. Their 
damage can greatly reduce yield 
and even kill plants. In addition 
to potato, Colorado potato 
beetle can be a serious pest of 
tomato, eggplant, and pepper. 
They usually feed in groups and 
damage can be severe. The larval 
stage lasts two to three weeks. 
The Colorado potato beetle is 
notorious for its ability to rapidly 
develop resistance to insecticides 
that are used repeatedly for 
control, limiting the number of 
effective insecticides available. 

Insecticides in the same chemical class usually have the 
same mode of action or in other words, the same method 
of killing the insect. Resistance develops more rapidly 
to an insecticide when that insecticide is used repeatedly 
as the only control measure. Repeated use of one class 
kills susceptible beetles, leaving those that are resistant. 
Overuse of one insecticide may favor the development of 
resistance to other insecticides in the same chemical class. 
Consequently, to delay or prevent resistance it is important 


Plan for 

Changing economic 
conditions have many 
people reconsidering 
or delaying retirement. 
If you have delayed 
saving for retirement or 
have lost, some of your 
retirement nestegg due 
to changes in the market, 
you may be wondering if 
it is still possible to retire. 
Generally, there are three 
strategies that you can 
use to build your nestegg, 
save more money, invest 
better, or retire later 
than you had originally 
planned. Obviously these 
strategies are easier said 
than implemented. 

Your first step should be to identify your retirement 
goals. Identifying your retirement goals will help you 
determine how much money or income you will need to 
meet the retirement lifestyle that you have in mind. Make a 
list of all your retirement income sources; include income 
from social security, 401(k) and 403b plans, IRAs and other 
investments. Then make a list of your current expenses. 
Look at each expense and determine if you think it will 
go up or down in retirement. Finally, make a retirement 
spending plan based on your anticipated income and 
expenses. Typically retirees need 70 to 80% of their current 
income to cover their retirement expenses. Once you have 


to avoid repeated usage of one particular insecticide by 
rotating the insecticides used. Rotation needs to be among 
different classes of insecticides. Commonly available 
brands include Nuprid (active ingredient: imidacloprid), 
Captain Jacks Deadbug Brew (spinosad), and Ortho Bug- 
B-Gon Insect Killer for Lawns & Gardens (bifenthrin & 
zeta-cypermethrin) are all in different classes; therefore a 
different one could be used each year to reduce resistance 
development. Bayer Advanced Vegetable and Garden 
Insect Spray (cyfluthrin) is in the same chemical class as 
Bug-B-Gon so either one could be used. 

A biological control option is Bacillius thuringiensis 
var tenebrionis (Bt) which is effective against small larvae 
(less than 1/4”) and should be applied at egg hatch or when 
larvae are first seen. A premature treatment may lose much 
of its effectiveness before the eggs hatch. Larger larvae are 
more difficult to control with Bt. 

Frequently, control failures with Colorado potato 
beetle are due to other factors besides just insecticide 
resistance alone. Timing of sprays is critical for control. 
Overwintering beetles are attracted to fields over a period 
of several weeks; spraying an insecticide too early may only 
control a portion of those beetles. However, waiting until 
larvae are nearly full grown also increases the chances of 
control failure. Small larvae are much easier to control with 
an insecticide than large ones. Using the correct amount 


estimated your retirement income and expenses, you will 
be able to determine how close you are to reaching your 
goal. 

Next, try to automate your retirement savings. Deducting 
a certain portion of your paycheck to go directly into a 
retirement savings or investment account is an easy way 
to start building your savings.

Furthermore, your contribution can be deducted from 
your paycheck before your tax payments are calculated; this 
will lower your taxable income. Other types of retirement 
investments may include Individual Retirement Accounts 
(IRA), stocks, fixed-income investments, mutual funds, 
and cash savings. 

Prior to selecting your retirement investments, be 
certain to do your research. You will want to look at the 
long-term performance of the investment and assess 
the level of risk. Remember high risk investments will 
typically yield either the greatest awards or the biggest 
losses. For individuals approaching retirement age, it is 
recommended to maintain more conservative investments, 


of insecticide as well as obtaining complete coverage of the 
plants is important. 

Insecticides should only be used when needed. Potato 
plants can withstand considerable defoliation without 
yield loss. Plants can lose up to 30% of their foliage 
without yield loss. Generally, insecticides do not need 
to be applied unless there is more than an average of one 
beetle or larva per plant. Additionally, some beneficial 
insects such as birds, predatory stink bugs, and parasitic 
flies will help to reduce Colorado potato beetle numbers 
somewhat. Other non-chemical control measures such 
as hand picking of adult beetles and immature stages is 
encouraged since this will aid to delay the development 
of resistance. Hand picking can be particularly effective 
in reducing the numbers of overwintering beetles coming 
to the young plants in the spring. Resistance by Colorado 
potato beetles should be managed on a field to field basis. 

Remember to always read and follow label directions for 
safe use of any pesticide. The label is the law. Mention 
of insecticide brand names does not constitute an 
endorsement. For more information, contact the Estill 
County Extension Office at 606-723-4557.

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Mural in Ravenna is painter’s

Wayne Payne said he 
doesn’t really want to think 
about how much time he’s 
spent painting the mural 
on the wall of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars building 
on Main Street in Ravenna. 

But it’s his way of 
honoring the veterans, he 
says, and he’s determined to 
complete the large painting 
that features an American 
flag, badges representing 
the different branches 
of the armed forces, and 
numbers of those killed in 
the past several wars. 


Those familiar with 
Ravenna will know that 
this is not the first mural 
Payne has completed. He 
painted one featuring 
a classic car on Sonny’s 
Barber Shop on Broadway, 
and he has also painted the 
Texaco building owned by 
Barnes Sanitation. 

Payne is including lots 
of smaller details in the 
background of his current 
project, right down to the 
particular models of planes 
and warships used in battle. 
He’s hoping veterans will 
be able to point out to their 
grandchildren the kind of 
ship or plane to which they 
were once assigned. 


Payne plans to continue 
the mural on the other side 
of the building. He hopes 
to list the names of local 
veterans whose lives were 
lost in the line of duty, and 
he’s asking that anyone 
who knows of someone not 
currently on the memorial 
in the park to bring 
names and information by 
Ravenna City Hall. 

“It’s an honor for me to 
do this,” said Payne. “It [the 
mural] may not be the best 
in the state, but it may be 
the biggest.” 


POW/MIA finally returns home

Many of the Vietnam veterans who 
were involved in hot combat that I talked 
to over the years told me that they feared 
being captured by the enemy more than 
death itself. Even with the limited hostile 
action I encountered in ‘Nam I had a 
recurring nightmare that I was surrounded 
by the enemy, with my back to a tree and 
fighting with all my might to keep them 
at bay. This same nightmare followed me 
home and lasted about a year before it was 
finally buried. Other ‘Nam veterans have 
far worse nightmares which never seem to 
completely go away. I was very fortunate to 
come home and resume a normal life. 

The newly painted POW/MIA mural on 
the side of the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
building in Ravenna brought to mind 
the return of the remains of a 19-year old 
Vietnam soldier I read about recently. We 
all seemed to be very young in Vietnam. 

Staff Sergeant James Lee Van Bendegom 
served with B Co., 1st Battalion, 12th 
Infantry Regiment, 4th Infantry Division 
of the Army of the United States. On 
July 12, 1967 Sgt. Van Bendegom’s rifle 
company and two other companies were 
attacked in the la Drang Valley during 
a Search and Destroy mission (near 
the Cambodian border) by a superior 
force from the 66th NVA Regiment. 

His company was isolated and suffered 
the heaviest losses. When the 
fighting ceased, 35 men were 
dead and seven had disappeared. 

A witness to the fighting said 
that Sgt. Van Bendegom had 
been severely wounded and was 
being treated by a medic when 
their company was overrun by 
the NVA. Sgt. Van Bendegom 
was among the missing. In 1969 
his family was told he might be a 
POW (prisoner of war). 

In the spring of 1973, 591 
American POW’s were released 
from prisons in Vietnam. 

Among them were five of the 
seven declared missing from Sgt. 

Van Bendegom’s rifle company. 

In their debriefing the five 
released prisoners reported that 
Sgt. Van Bendegom and the 
other soldier captured with them 
had died of their wounds in an 


NVA field hospital. Sgt. Van Bendegom’s 
official date of death was listed as July 31, 
1967. 

Because of the work of the DPMO 
(Defense Prisoner of War/Missing 
Personnel Office) Sgt. Van Bendegom’s 
remains were acquired. After exhaustive 
examination his remains were finally 
identified by DNA analysis. Sgt. Van 
Bendegom’s 89-year-old mother and other 
immediate family members were informed 
on October 17, 2014 that his remains were 
returning home. 

On Veteran’s Day 2014, Sgt. Van 
Bendegom’s funeral was held in his 
hometown of Kenosha, Wisconsin-47 
years after he had left for Vietnam. The 
hearse carrying him to his final resting 
place was followed by a procession of 
police and veterans groups. There was 
a tremendous outpouring from the 
community as hundreds lined the streets 
to welcome this soldier home. The family 
was overwhelmed by the on-lookers who 
were waving flags and blowing kisses as 
the procession traveled along the route to 
the cemetery. 

Five other MLA’s were welcomed home 
in 2014. There are still nearly 2,000 POW/ 
MIA’s from the Vietnam War for which 
there is no accounting. 
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
